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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments, filed 5/3/2010, have been fully considered but they are 
not deemed to be fully persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from 
previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objects 
are either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being 
applied to the instant application. 

Response to Arguments 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The rejection of claim 28 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
5741513 ('513) is maintained. 

Applicant argues that '513 requires incorporation of alcohol into the phospholipid 
gel. By contrast, Applicant's gel consists of a first phospholipid, a second phospholipid, 
water, and optionally a pharmacologically active substance, and thus is closed to 
incorporation of an alcohol. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not found persuasive. 
The Examiner agrees that '513 requires incorporation of an alcohol into its phospholipid 
gel. However, this does not distinguish the method of '513 from Applicant's invention 
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because two of the disclosed alcohols, ethanol and 2-propanol, are known 
pharmacologically active substances. Ethanol is a well known psychoactive drug. In 
addition, ethanol is used to treat methanol poisoning (for further support, see 
http://www-clinpharm.medschl.cam.ac.uk/paqes/teachinq/topics/poison/poison9.html . 
accessed 7/9/2010). 2-Propanol is used to treat swimmers ear (for further support, see 
http://www.heaith91 1 .com/remedles/rem swim. htm , accessed 7/9/2010). As the instant 
phospholipid gel is open to incorporation of pharmacologically active substances, it is 
indistinct from '513, which incorporates ethanol and 2-propanol, two pharmacologically 
active substances.
